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FOREWORD 


Dive objectives of the Club are to bring together 


men and women whose past or present activities 
in the service of or for American journalism 


abroad have given them mutual interests; to pro- 
vide facilities for the expression of those interests 
in order to disseminate democratic principles, 
achieve international understanding, and advance 
the national welfare; and to encourage and main- 
tain the highest standards of independence and 
professional integrity and skill in the American 
overseas press service. ... No applicant for any 
classification of membership shall be excluded 
for reasons of color, race or creed.” 

—From Articles II and III of the Constitution of 
the Overseas Press Club of America. 

The Club does seek to achieve all these objec- 
tives. One that cannot be attained is to “bring 
together” all its members at one time and in one 
place; they are too mobile for that. As of October 
31, 1965, when most of the pages of this Direc- 
tory closed, there were 3,326 members, of whom

1,599 were Active (478 of them overseas) and 
1,645 were Associates, with 73 Affiliate, 38 Life 


and 9 Honorary members. 
Every month, about 100 of these members are 


transferred to new posts, change their member- 
ship category, their address or telephone number, 
or have new material published or receive new 
awards. Thus the biographical material in a Direc- 
tory such as this is bound to be somewhat out of 
date when the book comes off the press.

I’m often asked what I consider the most 
significant change at The Times in recent 
years. The answer, of course, is that we’re 
now handling a fantastic variety—and vol- 
ume—of news. 

And yet, as the scope of our coverage 
increases, we are not necessarily using 
more pages or type to do the job. The 
Times, in fact, is keeping its readers in 
touch with a vastly more complicated 
world; but the paper has become lighter in 
appearance and more inviting to read than 
ever before. 

The reasons lie in selective reporting, 
and the kind of perceptive writing, editing 
and design that communicates more in less 
space. 

The purpose of this report, then, is to 
show some of the ways The New York 
Times is keeping up with change. 

Culture expands to fill the time 
available for it 


I think this paraphrase of Parkinson’s 4th 
Law explains pretty much what’s happen- 
ing across the country today. We’ve seen 
an enormous increase in the number and 
diversity of cultural pursuits; some people 
speak of this as a new “renaissance” or a 
“culture explosion”—but no matter what 
you call it, it’s there. 

And so, at The Times, we are devoting 
more space, time and talent to this area of 
the news than ever before. This is one of 
the most startling changes at The Times in 
the last decade: our expanded, lively cov- 
erage of events ranging from op art to 
grand opera. 

We’re doing more, however, than just 
catering to new interests of the day. The 
important thing is that we’re fulfilling our

main responsibility to readers—providing 
a form of news adults need if they are to 
be truly well informed. 


New perspective on the times 


Something we started as an experiment a 
number of years ago is now, I think, pay- 
ing off nicely for our readers. I mean tak- 
ing a reporter from a familiar environment 
or “beat”—and sending him to cover an 
area or subject that is completely new to 
him. 

I’m not referring, though, to the routine 
kind of shifting that newspapers have in- 
dulged in over the years. We believe that 
changes of scene, to be successful, must be 
quite radical. From Albany to Africa, for 
example. That way, the reporter’s perspec- 
tive is fresh and interesting. He asks all 
sorts of questions that might not have been 
asked before. The old assumptions mean 
nothing to him; he has to get the back- 
ground for himself and learn why things 
operate as they do. 

This can’t help but benefit our readers. 

As an example, we’ve seen some mar- 
velous reporting from Tony Lewis in Eng- 
land (he was formerly our Supreme Court 
correspondent in Washington). And Joe 
Lelyveld’s stories from Africa are particu- 
larly colorful and interesting (Joe had 
previously covered Albany and the metro- 
politan area). 

We had Gay Talese —a reporter who 
specializes in New York human-interest 
stories — travel to Selma, Alabama, and 
cover the personal aspects of the demon- 
strations in March. And our new United 
Nations bureau chief, Drew Middleton. 
comes to his present assignment after serv- 
ing many years as a foreign correspondent. 


We’ve added to our definition of news 


Not so long ago, we had a relatively simple 
definition of the word “news’—it went 
something like this: “Facts you didn’t know 
before.” We’ve had to expand the defini- 
tion considerably. Today, news might also 
be considered: “Something you had forgot- 
ten, had overlooked or didn’t understand.” 
At The Times, we have the talent, re- 
sources and interest that let us cope with 
this greatly expanded definition of news. 
Much of the work we are doing, in fact, 
is investigative reporting. On any given 
day, about one-third of our staff is collect- 
ing material for stories that will not appear 
for weeks to come. The purpose of this is 
not to become a “crusading” paper, but 
simply to give our readers as much infor- 
mation as we can about things that are 
really important to them, things that have 
a continuing impact on their lives. 
That’s why you see stories in The Times 
on education in the U.S., conservation, 
lobbyists in the state of New York, nar- 
cotics addiction, the influence of the Su- 


preme Court, the new “left wing” on col- 
lege campuses—and many others of broad 
interest. 

The age of the specialist 


It’s no less true for a newspaper than it is 
for government or business—specialists are 
uncommonly useful people. In the case of 
The Times, reporters who are also experts 
in certain technical fields help adults un- 
derstand things more clearly—and, perhaps 
more important, point out important 
trends and ideas that may be overlooked 
in ordinary day-to-day news reporting. By 
“experts” we mean people like . . . 

A. H. Raskin: assistant editor of the 
editorial page and for years a consultant 
to government on labor policy. 

Eileen Shanahan: she’s a graduate econ- 
omist covering the fiscal and economic 
scene in Washington. 

Harrison Salisbury: an assistant man- 
aging editor who is considered one of the 
country’s leading authorities on the Soviet 
Union. 

Charlotte Curtis: her degree in sociol- 
ogy has led to some remarkable stories on 
the Fashionable People and those who 
think they are. 

Craig Claiborne: food news editor and 
distinguished alumnus of the Ecole Pro- 
fessionelle de la Société Suisse des Hétel- 
iéres—in Lausanne. . 

There are dozens of other examples, of 
course—all equally appetizing to the reader. 

Basic training—for reporters 
In cases where The Times reporter is not 
quite a specialist in terms of educational 
background or experience, we often under- 
take to add (intensively!) to his knowledge 
of a special field. 

Peter Grose spent months on Russian 
studies, including language, prior to his 
assignment in Moscow. Hedrick Smith 
studied Arabic to help prepare himself for 
a post in Cairo. And, a few years ago, be- 
fore Tony Lewis took over his Supreme 
Court assignment, he spent a year at Har- 
vard Law School. 

To show how The Times has changed 
in recent years is all well and good—but 
the things that remain unchanged give the 
paper its real character. 

By this I mean that our aims are con- 
stant. To be the accurate, objective news- 
paper of record. To serve adult needs by 
being complete in our coverage. To ex- 
plain, explain and explain again—not in 
the sense of a primer, but in order to fill 
in the gaps for readers. And, finally, to 
search for the most talented, the most dili- 
gent, the most knowledgeable people for 
every department. 

It’s the balance, then, of tradition and 
change that makes The Times the news- 
paper it is.

A CLUB’S STORY: UP FROM DOWNTOWN 


Born in a downtown saloon in March 1939, the OPC 
has survived more than 25 years of financial vicissi- 
* tudes (and dour warnings that no newsmen’s club 
could function in Manhattan) to become a major force 
in New York life and one of the strongest journalistic 
organizations in the world. Its beginnings were social. 
As the Club’s semi-official historian, former President 
Burnet Hershey, pointed out in the 1962-63 edition 
of this Directory, the founders included “a handful of 
newsmen and ex-members of ‘International Barflies’ 
who just didn’t like drinking alone.” 

The social aspects endured, but the quarters and 


the aspirations of the Club expanded rapidly. From 
Rocky’s Bar at Ninth Street and Sixth Avenue, the 
Club moved from one uptown hotel to another, to the 
old Times Tower in Times Square, to a clubhouse of 
its own on East 39th Street and, finally, to the World 
Press Center on West 40th Street. In the interim, 
membership rose to today’s more than 3,300; activi- 
ties expanded from the convivial lifting of glasses 
to the distribution of awards for journalistic excel- 
lence, to newsmaking press conferences and to a 
variety of activities designed to bring newsmakers 
and newsgatherers into meaningful confrontations.

The OPC is a member organization of the United States Na- 
tional Commission for UNESCO and enjoys reciprocal arrange- 
ments with some of the leading journalistic and private clubs of 
the world. 

Its stature as the World Press Center—soon to be enhanced 
by the addition of the Edward R. Murrow Memorial Library 
and the Murrow Fellowships—is growing constantly, thanks to 
an ever-expanding and varied program of newsworthy events. 

The Club’s services to overseas members are manifold. The 
services include the Club’s Bulletin, which reports weekly on 
the activities of correspondents at home and abroad, and on 
matters of interest to them; the Freedom of Information Com- 
mittee, which has materially assisted in freeing information 
from reluctant governments; and the OPC Foundation, which 
is sending scholars abroad.

AWARDS _ OF THE OVERSEAS PRESS CLUB 


by KATHLEEN McLAUGHLIN 


The Club’s awards were born of the spate of 
dispatches from Europe 25 years ago, early in 
World War II. Under pressure of time and de- 
spite many frustrations, newsmen were ranging 
closer to the fronts, seeing more action and re- 
porting it more speedily than ever before, writing 
a new chapter in war coverage. Recognition of 
merit was a natural outcome. The copy excelled 
in quantity—and frequently in quality—the an- 
nals of any previous conflict. One exploit tells 
much about the period: 

On April 9, 1940, Norwegians were still at 
peace, though anxiously contemplating the Hit- 
ler blitzkrieg which a day earlier had gobbled up 
Denmark, across the Skaggerak. Within hours, 
their apprehension became reality. Southern Nor- 
way was suddenly also in the “protective custody” 
of the Third Reich. A mere 1,500 Nazi troops pa- 
raded into Oslo and took command of all key 
points, while 20,000 of the city’s residents lined 
the avenue as spectators, helpless and silent. 

Three American correspondents were then in 
Oslo, witnesses by chance to the seizure. They 
were Edmund Stevens of the Christian Science 
Monitor, Warren Irvin of NBC, and Leland Stowe 
of the Chicago Daily News and the New York 
Post. Stowe, 40 years old, had already distin- 
guished himself through his reports on the 1939- 
1940 Russo-Finnish war, and was a Pulitzer prize 
winner (1930) for articles on the Paris Reparations 
Commission. 

All three Americans spent the next four days 
probing a major mystery. How and why had Nor- 
wegian resistance evaporated before this incredi- 
bly swift Nazi penetration, despite the assumed 
preparedness of the Norwegian armed forces? 

They found plenty to report, but their copy 
never left Oslo. After the “flash” messages about 
the take-over, a German clampdown on all chan- 
nels of communication kept them checkmated. 
To evade this censorship, departure from Norway 
becameimperative. Their problem was transporta-

tion. By this time the last train connection with 
Sweden had been severed. 

Vidkun Quisling (Norway’s Benedict Arnold) 
had been censoring Irvin’s copy on Nazi orders— 
while admitting he was powerless to get it trans- 
mitted. On April 14 Quisling told the American 
that the Germans would close the Norwegian 
border that night. Desperate to reach a cablehead, 
Irvin and Stowe appealed to a young woman they 
knew on the American Embassy staff, who man- 
aged the miracle of getting a car and gasoline. 
Quickly she drove them some distance south of 
Oslo, to a river ferry-landing not far upstream 
from Goteborg on the opposite bank, and they 
slipped across into Sweden before the German 
dragnet closed. Stevens remained some days long- 
er in Oslo, getting out finally through Moscow. 

Irvin went on by train to Stockholm, making 
his first broadcast from there next day. Stowe 
sent from Goteborg a 4,500-word story giving 
the first detailed account of developments in Oslo 
during and just after the Nazi invasion. 

It attributed to the treason of a few highly 
placed civil and defense officials and to German 
agents linked with them, the tactics that had 
spiked the guns of the Norwegian forts at the 
crucial moments. 

It traced the disaster, in addition, to forged 
orders delivered to Norwegian naval officers, a 
successful ruse by which the loyal crews had been 
disembarked and their vessels captured by Nazi 
troops transferred from German craft. Stowe told 
also of the bribing and infiltration of telephone, 
telegraph and radio staffs, a circumstance that 
had thwarted the Americans’ efforts to file stories 
even before these posts had been put under Ger- 
man guard. 


Widely circulated, Stowe’s report had a strong im- 
pact on the public. Ten days later it was eclipsed 
by amore dramatic one. Circling north from Gote- 
borg, Leland Stowe had gone back into Norway. 
As the only correspondent to witness the catas- 
trophe that struck the British expeditionary force 
—landed on April 15 at Namsos—he toiled out 
once more to write on April 25 a searingly critical 
account of what he had seen. 

He reported that the contingent of 1,500 British 
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territorials, armed only with Bren guns and rifles, 
were being cut to ribbons by a vastly greater ene- 
my force, including German planes bombing from 
as low as 500-feet altitude. Fighting in hip-deep 
snow along roads turned to quagmires by the 
Spring thaw, they were sitting-duck targets for 
Nazi marksmen. 

Stowe had penetrated as far as Steinkjer and 
the advance British headquarters beyond it. To 
cover the distance back to the Swedish border, 
some 100 miles, required 48 hours of the most 
intensive effort. Stowe hired cars at intervals, 
and abandoned them when they became mired 
in the slush that only heavy trucks could nego- 
tiate; hitch-hiked by Red Cross ambulance and 
military vehicles; caught snatches of sleep on 
farmhouse floors, and finally struggled on foot for 
10 miles through the snowdrifts across the crest of 
the mountains. Finally, a Norwegian sheriff drove 
him to the frontier town of Gaeddede, where Swed- 
ish communications gave him access once more 
to the outside world. 


Th New York in those days the Overseas Press 
Club, an infant organization just into its second 
year of existence, polled publishers and editors 
for their nominations for distinguished contem- 
porary reporting. A screening committee set up 
by the Club compiled the responses into ballot 
form. When the returns came in, the members’ 
choice was Leland Stowe. The award was pre- 
sented in absentia, as a feature of press week at 
the New York World’s Fair, in August, 1940. Two 
other correspondents concurrently cited for war 
coverage were Edward R. Murrow of CBS, in 
Europe, and Hallett Abend of the New York Times, 
in the Far East. 

Then came a hiatus of four years. Inlate Autumn 
of 1945, after V-E day and V-J day had been tri- 
umphantly celebrated, OPC awards were again 
given. This time they cited the first stories sent 
by American correspondents from Berlin and 
Tokyo after entry of the Allied forces into the 
Axis capitals. Since 1947, the awards have been 
made on an annual basis. 

For a decade, selection of the winners pivoted 
on members’ votes for the candidates proposed 
by executives of the different media. Then in IGS 
the Board of Governors decreed a change in the 
system to avoid the risk that the competition 
might deteriorate into a popularity contest rather 
than a professional one. A valid point had been 
raised: that when those marking ballots were un- 
familiar with the work of all nominees in a cate- 
gory, the tendency was to vote for the better- 
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known names and to overlook some rising stars. 
The Board’s solution was the creation of an 
Awards Committee, selectively appointed and 
charged with responsibility for receiving, classi- 
fying and reviewing all entries, and designating 
the winners on the basis of specific achievements. 
The panel was authorized to invite outside judges 
at its discretion to assist in the final selections. 
Along with the work entailed for those who 
have served on successive Awards Committees, 
that judgment of the Board has enhanced the 
prestige of the entire series. The roster of recipi- 
ents approximates a “blue book” of journalistic 
headliners of the past two-and-a-half decades. 
Even now the record reflects evolutions in 
media emphasis that were taken in stride as they 
developed, such as the ultimate split in the cate- 
gory “Radio and/or TV” in 1960. It symbolized 
the galloping progress of television news COma 
status demanding separate recognition. 
Similarly, the establishment in 1959 of the E.W. 
Fairchild Award reflected the expanding interest 
in foreign coverage of business news; and that of 
the Ed Stout Award, in the same year, the new 
concentration on the Latin American scene. 


Any OPC Award conveys distinction. Yet the 
George Polk Memorial and the Robert Capa gold 
medal are especially cherished. 

The Polk award commemorates the able young 
CBS correspondent whose murder in Greece in 
1948, after he set out in a small boat to seek an 
interview with the rebel leader General Markos, 
remains an unsolved mystery. Together with a 
$500 check provided by CBS, it constitutes the 
Club’s accolade for foreign reporting “requiring 
exceptional courage and enterprise.” Through 
1964, 16 presentations had been made, five of them 
posthumously. 

Bob Capa was the intrepid, widely beloved 
cameraman who died in the explosion of a person- 
nel mine in Vietnam in 1954. Life Magazine, in 
which his memorable war pictures and other pho- 
tographs appeared, contributes the award in his 
name. Like the Polk Memorial, it is earned only 
by those who have demonstrated exceptional 
courage and enterprise—plus that “superlative 
photography” that became the Capa trademark. 

At this particular milestone it is probably time- 
ly to note that the late Edward R. Murrow stands 
as the most honored individual of the past 25 
years, with seven awards and one citation. And 
that awards have been bestowed twice in one year 
on three others: Homer Bigart in 1952, Yung Su 
Kwon in 1960, and Laura Bergquist in 1963.

THE OVERSEAS CORRESPONDENTS: 


by JOHN WILHELM 


Where is not much mystery about foreign corre- 
spondents to those of us in the profession—or in 
the trade as we disparagingly call it. 

Ona swelteringly hot night in Cairo, the phone 
rings at 7 sharp. An Egyptian in a sports shirt, 
sitting at a desk in a dingy office building, an- 
swers, and hears that a Pakistani jet has just 
crashed at Cairo Airport. He asks his questions 
and hastens to file a bulletin to London. He is a 
foreign correspondent. 

A chauffeur-driven Rolls Royce pulls up at No. 
10 Downing Street in London, and a dignified gen- 
tleman in Homburg and black tie—on his way to a 
dinner party—steps down. He is escorted in to 
hear some important news from the Prime Minis- 
ter’s press officer on steps being taken to offset an 
unfavorable trade balance. Later, elsewhere in 
London, the Chancellor of the Exchequer will 
give him additional details. This dignified gentle- 
man too is a foreign correspondent. 

In the heart of the Congo, the inhabitants of 
a small village are puzzled that a white man has 
come to live with them and learn their problems. 
They ask why he doesn’t go back to Leopoldville, 
where white men belong. He patiently explains; 
he is the correspondent of a great New York daily, 
writing a series on Africa. He will go back to Leo- 
poldville, but with more knowledge of African 
affairs. 

In Viet Nam, men jostle in a crowded room 
while they listen to a briefing officer discuss a 
raid currently underway. They are foreign cor- 
respondents, too. 


John Wilhelm spent 11 years as a foreign correspond- 
ent. He has worked for the United Press, Chicago Sun, 
Chicago Tribune, and the Chicago City News bureau. 
Currently he is Director of News Bureaus at McGraw- 
Hillin New York. A past president of the OPC, he is a 
graduate of the University of Minnesota in journalism, 
and holds an honor award for distinguished service in 
journalism from the University of Missouri. 
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Who are these men and women? How many are 
covering the world’s news? And where? 

On behalf of the Overseas Press Club, I have 
just completed a world-wide tabulation of the 
U.S. overseas press corps, but it would be a mis- 
take to say that the roster below is complete. It 
is, however, as complete as one can reasonably 
make it, given the problems of such a census. 

For one thing, foreign correspondents are a 
highly mobile group by the nature of their jobs. 
They are not apt to stay in one place long enough 
to be counted with precision. The definition of a 
foreign correspondent is another difficult matter. 
In 1950 Russell Anderson, now publisher of In- 
ternational Management Magazine, made the first 
study of the number of foreign correspondents. It 
was printed the next year in the Saturday Review 
of Literature as “News from Nowhere.” Anderson 
found only 293 American correspondents defined 
as salaried, staff people of U.S. citizenship abroad. 


In 1962, I did a similar survey for the Journalism 
Quarterly, which was published in 1963 by the 
Association for Education in Journalism, and de- 
fined a foreign correspondent as any person of 
any nationality, who earned the principal part 
of his income writing news for American media. 

This recognized the fact that the wheelhorses 
of journalism in many great news networks are 
foreign nationals who are available in remote 
places during late hours to feed news of important 
occurrences to the American public. We found that 
there were 515 foreign correspondents of U.S. citi- 
zenship in 1962, plus 718 foreign nationals who 
also qualified as correspondents for American 
media under our definition. 

But even this greater effort and wider survey 
did not receive unqualified acceptance. In his 
highly praised book, “The Foreign Correspond- 
ent,” Prof. John Hohenburg of the Columbia Uni- 
versity Graduate School of Journalism stated that 
he had no other source material on the total popu- 
lation of foreign correspondents, but that he could 
not accept our entire listing. Prof. Hohenburg 


suggested that our definition of a foreign corre- 
spondent was too broad. 

We were just as heartily criticized by employers 
of people who had been omitted because we had 
felt their jobs were of a clerical nature, even 
though data they were collecting may have gone 
into print. In that survey, as in the current one 
for the Club, we relied upon the judgment of rec- 
ognized foreign correspondents on the scene for 
an assessment of their colleagues’ duties. The dif- 
ference between an editorial assistant and a cor- 
respondent remains in the grey area. 

Both major U.S. wire services felt that we had 
not done justice to them, either because we had 
counted too many of the competition’s corre- 
spondents for the local services or that, converse- 
ly, we had not counted enough of their own local 
service correspondents. 


We have answered that criticism in this OPC 
survey by not counting local service correspond- 
ents (we think). Further, we have not broken down 
the count by the employing organizations. 

We covered 93 countries, using the following 
procedure. Lists of foreign correspondents in lo- 
cal associations or lists maintained by U.S. Em- 
bassy press officers were checked with local cor- 
respondents on the scene for evaluation and up- 
dating. These corrected lists provide the basis for 
our census. 

While we covered most major nations of the 
world, a few proved either to have no foreign cor- 
respondents reporting for American media (Com- 
munist China, Bulgaria, etc.); or had so few (one 
stringer, as in Czechoslovakia) that we had no 
real basis for judgment on how they fitted our 
criteria; or they had such a highly floating popu- 
lation (the Dominican Republic with none one 
week and 269 the next) that it was not possible 
to make a meaningful tabulation. 

In the case of Cuba, admittedly important jour- 
nalistically, we found that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of correspondents visiting there were actually 
based elsewhere (and are thus included elsewhere

in our count). Permanently based in Cuba are an 
AP man, a UPI man and a New York Times man. 

Our survey showed that in late 1965 there were 
1,376 foreign correspondents, both nationals and 
American citizens, employed by American media. 
This is an increase of 143 foreign correspondents 
over the corresponding figure in the 1962 survey, 
without counting the local service correspondents 
in this survey. 

Of this total, we found that 838 were staff cor- 
respondents (full-time employees of American 
media on regular salaries) and 538 were stringers, 
or part-time correspondents who earned the prin- 
cipal part of their livelihood by writing, often for 
several publications. 


The most significant change was in the number 
of foreign correspondents who held U.S. citizen- 
ship. This went from a total of 515 in 1962 to 836 
in 1965, or an increase of 321 foreign correspond- 
ents bearing U.S. passports. 

This rather remarkable jump—more than 60 
per cent—can be attributed, I believe, not only to 
the number of U.S. correspondents sent to cover 
the war in Viet Nam and other trouble spots, 
but to the substantial replacement of foreign 
nationals by Americans dispatched from home 
offices in the U.S. 

This conclusion is borne out by the fact that 
there was a decrease in the number of foreign na- 
tionals working for U.S. media. This category 
dropped from 718 in 1962 to 540 in this survey. 
The presumption is that Americans replaced the 
foreign nationals. 

By continents, the largest number of corre- 
spondents are stationed in Europe, where there 
are 712. They are largely based in London, Paris, 
Rome and three cities in Germany (Bonn, Berlin 
and Frankfort). 

In Asia and Australia, there were 308 corre- 
spondents compared to 255 three years earlier. 
This increase was largely in Viet Nam. 

In Latin America, there was a definite drop. Un- 
fortunately, our previous survey counted Latin

When they do land, 
it will be proof of this nation’s continuing leadership in 
science and technology. And these developments will be 
available to assist our defense capa-

America alone (229), while this new survey counts 
the Western Hemisphere and includes Canada. 
Even so, the total count for Latin America and 
Canada is only 196. We can easily trace much 
of this decline to withdrawal of a rash of “new 
bureaus” set up by daily papers and television 
networks in South America about three years ago. 
Mostare no longer in existence today. These em- 
ployers in the main have returned to a “roving 
correspondent” concept (not counting Mexico, 
which continues to enjoy expanded coverage). 
Thus, we are largely back to the traditional skele- 
ton coverage in South America, except for the 
wire services which continue to cover Latin 
America in its entirety, if not as intensively as 
some observers would like. 


The grand total of 1,376 foreign correspondents 
covering the world for U.S. media is impressive. 
It is undoubtedly the largest body of permanent 
overseas correspondents employed by this coun- 
try since World War II. 


Itis in fact, the backbone of press coverage for 
all the free world—and in fact, for the Commu- 
nist world as well (for the Russian news service, 
Tass, picks up much of its reporting from Ameri- 
can press tickers). 

The millions of words being filed daily do not 
all flow in one direction toward New York. Cir- 
cuits around Europe carry much news of interest 
only to the continent; Latin American services 
operate to and from these countries without neces- 
sarily getting on the domestic trunk lines; some 
services operate in only one country, like the AP 
service in Germany or in Argentina. 

When one views the complexity of this incredi- 
bly intricate network of mass communications, 
one can appreciate the problems in making a 
census of the foreign correspondents who com- 
pose it. 

Nevertheless, you will find on the following 
pages the names, addresses and affiliations of 
most of the American correspondents stationed 
around the world.
